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New Raid Regulations 

New air raid regulations will go into effect 
on February 17 for the 16 states, including 
Georgia, in the Eastern Defense Command. 

It would be well if all of us familiarized 
ourselves with the new regulations in advance 
of that date. We should then be able to 
respond more perfectly to air raid alarms, and 
avoid violations which may make us, as indi- 
viduals. liable to fine or imprisonment. 

For instance, the new rules which 
have been promulgated by the War Department 
and the Office of Civilian Defense, we must not 
jeave lights burning in an empty or unattended 
building. This means we must not leave our 
homes, after dark, with lights burning, with 
no one there to extinguish them in case of air 


under 


raid alarm. For this offense we are liable to a 


fine up to $5,000, a year in prison or both. 

The most important feature of the new 
reguiations, however, has to do with the 
system of alarms. After February 17, instead 
of the single warning alarm now heard, there 
will be two. The first, which indicates enemy 
planes are approaching, will consist of a steady, 
two-minute blast on the sirens. Five minutes 
later, signifying the enemy planes are near by, 
will come the second alarm, consisting of four 
minutes of the “warbling” sound on the sirens, 
when the sound alternately fades and grows 
louder. 

Similarly, at the end of the alert, the pre- 
liminary, two-minute blast will precede the “all 
clear.” which will be two blasts on the sirens, 
fifteen seconds apart and consisting, each, of a 
one-minute steady blast. 

What course is to be followed when any of 
these warnings sound should be well known to 
everyone. Explanations were given in full in 
a Page One story in The Constitution of Thurs- 
day last. 

It is hoped, with the new system becoming 
effective so soon, that all communities arrange 
for uniform methods of giving the signals. 
They should be So distinctive there is no danger 
of anyone confusing them with fire alarms or 
other public signals. This is important if the 
civilian defense of these Atlantic coast states 
is to be effective. 

No man need think the danger of enemy 
attack on American soil is a thing of the past. 
So long as German or Japanese submarines are 
loose in the seas, so long as our Axis foes can 
build ships, so long must we be prepared for 
any eventuality. 

The War Department and the Office of 
Civilian Defense are doing their utmost to 
make us ready for whatever may come. It is 
up to us to do our part by understanding all 
rules and by obeying them promptly and .ully 
when the alarm sounds, whether it be test or 
the real thing.

Now Comes Confusion 

The Georgia legislature has passed, and 
Governor Arnall has signed, a bill placing all 
of Georgia on central war time. For the first 
time in her history the entire state is thus 
placed in the central time zone. Prior to the 
state-wide adoption of eastern time, some two 
years ago, only a narrow strip in the western 
part of the state ‘was on central time. 

Irrespective of arguments pro or con on 
the desirability of one time or the other, the 
new Georgia law can do nothing but create 
confusion throughout the state. Everyone will 
have to operate on two times and will have to 
constantly bear in mind that timing of some 
routine activities will vary by an hour from the 
timing of others. 

In the first place all federal agencies will 
remain on eastern war time. This includes all 
Army and defense activities, federal courts, 
workers on federal and wartime projects, all 
federal personnel, both those in the uniforms 
of the services and civilian employes. 

Secondly railroad and bus and plane sched- 
ules will continue on eastern war time. These 
schedules are controlled by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission which has taken the posi- 
tion it will make no time changes for the dura- 
tion of the war, inasmuch as congress advanced 
the time one hour in all zones, one year ago, 
to expedite the war program. 

Just what the effect of the time change will 
be on the air raid defense system is puzzling 
civilian defense authorities here. For this state 
is included in an air raid defense system with 
headquarters in Charleston, S. C., which state 
is on eastern time. 

Furthermore, in Atlanta and other Georgia 
cities, transportation problems have necessi- 
tated a staggered system of work hours for 
workers in different categories, in order to 
spread the peak load, morning and evening, 
on over-burdened streetcar and bus lines. 

Now, with federal workers, who constitute 
a sizeable proportion in several cities of the 
state, going to work on eastern time and others 
on central time, that system will be disrupted 
and further and more drastic adjustments of 
work and business hours will have to be made. 

The change is doubtless desirable for some 
persons, but it is unfortunate in time of war 
that such a confusion-creating move was made.

WASHINGTON PARADE

PARTY LEADERSHIP WASHINGTON, Jan. °8.—Under ‘thie 


guidance of its new chairman, Post- 

master General Frank C. Walker, the Democratic national com- 

mittee may be expected to resume the aggressive type of leader- 

ship which gave the party an unbroken chain of victories during 
the 12-year period from 1930 to 1942. 

Chiefly by presidential decree, the com- 
mittee’s political activities have been virtually 
suspended for the past year or more. After 
Pearl Harbor it was Mr. Roosevelt's mistaken 
idea that the party could coast through the 
1942 congressional elections without exerting 
much effort in the campaign. 

The yardstick which the President himself 
laid down for the support of congressional can- 
didates was that, irrespective of party affilia- 
tion, those should be returned who had not 
opposed the administration’s foreign policy. As 
between two candidates, Democratic and Re- 
publican, with equal records on this score, the 
presumption was that the Democratic national 
committee would pursue a hands-off policy. 

Unfortunately for the party, the policy was 
too rigidly adhered to, with the result that the 
Republicans, for the first time since 1928, came 

within a handful of votes of controlling the lower house of congress. 

Mr. Roosevelt had assumed that the administration's diligent 
prosecution of the war effort, plus the confirmation whish Pearl 
Harbor gave to his pre-war foreign policy, would be sufficient to 
carry the party over to another comfortable victory. As it turned 
out, a little more effort on the part of the Republicans, who did 
not accept the political truce, would have given them the control 
of at least one branch of congress. 


NO FIGUREHEAD Because of the reluctance with which he 


took over the national chairmanship, it 
was assumed at the time Mr. Walker was elected as the successor 
to former National Chairman Edward Flynn that he would serve 
merely as a figurehead. Political activity having been declared out 
after our entry into the war, the supposition was that he would 
continue this policy. 

The understanding was that one or more executive directors 
would be elected to relieve him of much of the detail and the 
office would be run pretty much as it was under Chairman Flynn, 
who, of course, had been circumscribed by the President’s decree. 

It now develops, however, that Mr. Walker intends to be any- 
thing but a figurehead. He proposes to restore to the national 
committee the vigorous leadership necessary to maintain the Demo- 
cratic party as the dominant political organization of the nation. 

As he sees the situation, the Democrats would not have suf- 
fered so many casualties in the last election if they had been more 
aggressive in presenting the party’s record for the past ten years. 
The Republicans, he believes, were able to exploit the errors of 
the administration largely because the national committee was too 
timid in presenting the Democratic side of the picture. 


PLENTY TO BOAST ABOUT 
past ten years of the Roose- 


velt administration, Mr. Walker believes the party has a record 
well worth boasting about, not only as regards the war, but during 
the peace period preceding it. Moreover, he is convinced that the 
President is right in his concepts of the peace problems which will 
follow the war. 

The Democrats, he feels, need only to take the initiative in 
presenting these issues to the people to win the coming presiden- 
tial election of 1944. But if they stand back and allow the Re- 
publicans to choose the issues, the party will probably go down 
to defeat on the accumulated grievances of war inconveniences. 

What Mr. Walker proposes to do, therefore, is to breathe new 
‘life into the national committee, giving it something of the dynamic 
quality which was in evidence during the heyday of Big Jim 
Farley as national chairman and Charley Michelson as director of 
publicity. 


NO POLICY MAKING It is not within the province of the 


national committee to define party 
policy. That is a matter left to the party representation in con- 
gress and to the President, when he happens to be a Democrat. 
But it is the function of the national committee to see that the 
party policy is properly presented and that the public is made 
aware of the real issues. 

None of this has been done since 1940. How much of it 
be responsible for the defeat of so many Democratic candidates last 
November is difficult to say. Certainly nothing the national com- 
mittee could have done would have made matters worse. 

Anyone who heard Mr. Walker’s acceptance speech at the time 
he was elected recently could hardly have had any misgivings about 
him being a figurehead national chairman. It was the most forceful 
address of the kind heard in a decade.

In the heart of Africa, isolated by hundreds of miles of forest 
and jungle and swamp and desert, a remarkable tribe of black 
giants has flourished for untold centuries, undisturbed by civili- 
zation and almost unknown to the general public until recent years 

They call themselves the Watussi. They have no historv or 
legends to reveal their origin, and nobody knows where they came 
from. . a 

Their cattle, which serve as their measure of wealth, give some 
hint of their past. They are gentle beasts, raised as pets, but look 
dangerous because of their enormous horns, which have a spread 
of 10 to 12 feet. Such cattle are found nowhere else in the world 
but they are pictured on the walls of ancient temples in Egypt. 


So it may be that the Watussi migrated from the Nile vallev two 
or three thousand years ago—driven out, perhaps, by a more war- 
like people. 

Considered only as physical specimens, they have no equa! in 
the world. Even the young women are over six feet tall. The 
men range from six to seven feet, and the king is seven feet nine 
inches—though his height has nothing to do with his being king. 

Height does not make them ungainly. Though slender, they 
seem perfectly formed—erect, high-bosomed, flat-backed, and they 
have the natural dignity and grace of wild creatures. Their features 
are Negroid but not ugly; they have perfect teeth: and there isn’t 
a sagging abdomen among them. 

You have perhaps seen photographs of their athletic prowess. 
One picture shows two six-foot white men holding a stick at arm’s 
length above their heads to form a hurdle, while scores of young

Union Bag and Paper Corporation 
has received government author- 
ity to build a new chemical plant 
which will be used to extract tall 

widely used in war factories 
as a by-product of pulp and 
paper making. 

“There have

uct,” a Savannah official of the 
company said. “What we are real- 
ly after is tall oil, not sulphate 
turpentine.” 


The name “tall 
from a Swedish 
“oil from the pine tree.” Tall oil 
has many industrial uses. It is 
used ingthe drawing of metals, as 
a cutting oil, as a core oil, in 
paints and varnishes, in tanning 
leather and in textile manufactur- 
ing. A valuable by-product is also 
phytosterol, from which vitamin D 
may be obtained. The company 
has a process for the manufacture 
of phytosterol and is studying its 
application to the present under- 
taking. 


“We have for several years re- 
claimed some sulphate turpentine 
from pulp making,” the Savannah 
official said, “but that has been 
largely for the purpose of pre- 
venting waste and we have never 
made much.”

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Jan. 
28.—(AP)—General Georges Catroux, Fighting French high 
commissioner in Syria, may soon take his place in the gov- 
ernment of General Henri Giraud as General Charle 
Gaulle’s representative in North Africa, it was reliably re- 
ported today. 

Catroux, it was stated, would 
have the dual role as a member 
of the Giraud government and at 
the same time as the representa- 
tive of De Gaulle. 

It is expected that General Gi- 
raud will have a similar represen- 
tative in the De Gaulle national 
committee in London, it was said. 

(In London, it was reported that 
Catroux may be sent instead to 
Washington to head General De 
Gaulle’s delegation there.)

WASHINGTON, Wednesday.—Yesterday afternoon I had the 
great pleasure of seeing our son, Jimmy’s, executive officer, who
